c.) Designated Official Resolution (for ABC Permits). This resolution designates Interim 

Police Chief James D. Helms as the official to make recommendations concerning the suitability 

of persons or locations for ABC permits.  (An approval of the consent agenda will ratify this 

resolution.)  

 

d.) Fire Access Road Construction Bid. The Public Works Director is recommending that the 

town contract with Barnhill Contracting Co., in the amount of $51,400.00, for the installation of 

a fire access road off Otila Way. This road will afford the fire department access to Covered 

Bridge Road for fire protection for the private residences and the Coastal Reserve. The NC 

Department of Administration is providing $50,000 for this project with the remainder from 

town operating funds. (An approval of the consent agenda will approve this recommendation.)
